powerful war machine in the world. 


Her army is the biggest in peace-time history. 
And compared with other old war nations her military position is 


practically invulnerable. 


Those statements can be made with reasonable certainty on the 


basis of what I was permitted to learn or witness on a trip to Moscow 
•—first stop on my flying survey 
of Europe's 1937 war machines. 
The statements are made with a 
full knowledge of the fact that 
the country's policy of secrecy has 
had a tendency to result in exag-

get to military preparations, to- 
talling 26,00,000,000 roubles, which 
at the arbitrary exchange rate of

In numbers alone the Soviet 


standing army is the largest in 
the 
world, 
totalling 
1,300,000 


which is double what it was four 
years ago.

At present, the population 


yields a conscription class of 2,- 
000,000 a year, from which only 
the best are chosen, to serve from 
two to four years.

Schooihouse janitors tapped 


line of "wet" gas belonging to 
the Parade Gasoline company on 
orders of School Superintendent W. 
C. Shaw, who had only a verbal 
agreem'erit with the oil company 
and bad been warned that the gas 
might be dangerous.

The whole school board was ad- 


vised of Shaw's action 
and 
ap- 


proved it, investigators were told. 
Dr. A. P. Sohoch, chemist and ex- 
plosives expert from the Univer- 
sity of Texas, exonerated them all.

be concluded before 1939.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Constipation as Minor Trouble of Childhood 


By LOGAN CLEXDEMNG, M. D. 


ONE OF THE leading children's 


specialists in New York used to 
say that when a mother came to 
his office and told him that her 
baby was constipated, his reply 
was, "Mother, you ought to get 
down on your knees and thank the 
Lord." 


Diarrhea kills more babies than 


anything else. Constipation has 
probably never been responsible for 
a single death. For many months 
of the baby's life it takes little else 
but milk. Fruit juices and pureed 
vegetables are added quite early 
nowadays because of the low iron 
content in milk, but all of these 
have little residue and water mat- 
ter and, therefore, are constipating 
diets. 
On 
this 
formula 
sheet, 


which Dr. M. C. Overton of Lub- 
bock, Texas, gives to mothers, he 
has printed in large typo the sen- 
tence: REMKMBER, CONSTIPA- 
TION IS DESIRABLE IN BA- 
BIES. 


There can be extreme degrees of 


constipation in which the stool is 
hard and dry and can be expelled 
only with clitticulty. 
In this case 


a change in the formula, changing 
the type of sugar, or the use of a 
suppository or .soap stick is indi- 
cated. 
It is sometimes said that 


suppositories cause the child to 
form the habit of needing such 
help; that it will never have a nor- 
mal stool. 
This, however, is not 


true, because as the child grows 


older and Its diet Increases and it 
moves about more, th« bowel* will 
act without any artificial aid. 


Drugv Uadeairabla 


Medicine 
or 
laxative 
drugs 


should never be used with a hild 
as a habit, and only under the most 
extreme circumstances anyway. 
Cathartics are irritating to the ten- 
der mucous lining of the stomach 
and bowels of a young child, and 
may even cause loss of blood. 


Many experiments have been 


performed to show that constipa- 
tion itself does not result in ill 
health in children. 
One pediatri- 


cian in New York went so far as 
to give medicine to a number of 
children to keep them constipated, 
and in spite of the fact that they 
had a stool only every four or ftv« 
days, they remained in good health 
with a feeling of well being. 


There is no rule for a child, any 


more than there Is for an adult, as 
to the number of stools it should 
have per day. 
For some children 


it Is just as normal to have a stool 
every other day as it is for others 
to have a stool every day. 


Constipation in older children Js 


usually due to carelessness. 
They 


are too busy to regard the call. In 
these cases the development of 
habit time and a slight change in 
diet is all that is necessary for 
treatment. Applesauce and green 
vegetables are better than laxa- 
tives. An apple at bedtime is just 
as valuable in keeping the doctor 
away in children as it is in adults.
